The meeting held here Monday after¬ 
noon for the purpose of organizing an 
A. S. of E. Local was one of the most 
enthusiastic ever held in Springfield. 
The large audience in the court room 
was addressed by Hon. M. F. Sharpe. 
State organizer for the American So¬ 
ciety of Equity, and every man present 
seemed to be thoroushly interested in 
the remarks of the speaker. Mr. 
Sharpe is a plain, matter-of-fact speak¬ 
er, and he gave to each of his hearers 
food for sober thought He spoke for I 
at least two hours, and was frequently I 
interupted by applause. At the clode ! 
of his address an opportunity was given 
all present to become a member of the 
wociety, a membership fee of $1.00 be¬ 
ing charged. Thirty-eight members 
/Were enrolled, but had the enrollment 
seen conducted in a more systematic 
manner, one hundred or more names 
could easily have been enrolled. At 
the conclusion of the enrollment of 
names, the following officers were 
elected; W. A. Clements, President, 
Jno. Y. Mayes, Vice President, H. M. 
O’Nan, secretary and W. C. McChord, 
Treasurer. The organization will be' 
known as the Springfield A. S. of E. I 
Local No. 2. 

Mr. Sharpe, during^ his remarks, 
pointed out to the farmers the valuable [ 
work done by the society in the dark 
tobacco districts, and predicted that 
the same happy state would result in 
the Burley district if the farmers would 
only organize. 

The methods, purposes, etc. of the { 
A. fe. of E. are plainly set forth in the 
following article from the Harrodsburg 
Herald: 

The Society has for its object the, 
obtaining of fair prices for farm pro- [ 
ducts bv every fair means, such as 
pooling of crops, building suitable I 
warehouses for storing products, open¬ 
ing up new markets and extending old 
ones, also to facilitate co-operation on j 
the part of farmers with State and I 
National governments in their efforts 
to develop agriculture and educate the ) 
farming classes in scientific and .n ten¬ 
sive farming; to secure reasonable 1 
rates of transportation, wise legislation j 
in the interest of agriculture, improve¬ 
ment in the highways, settlement of i 
disputes among farmers without re-1 
course to law, and, in fact, to secure 
co-operation among farmers and busi¬ 
ness men along all practical lines, and 
bring about prosperity among them by 
all fair means. The first work to be 
undertaken in Central Kentucky after 
tbe organization is perfected is the 
pooling of tbe Burley tobacco crop of 
1906 for the purpose of marketing it 
and getting better prices. In our Bur¬ 
ley district any one can become a mem¬ 
ber who wili pledge hw tobacco tori 
the purpose of the society. These 
members meet in their precipcts an., 
elect chairmen; which latter form the 
county boards. The district board is 
formed of these county chairmen. So 
you see the organization begins with 
the individual and remains in his con¬ 
trol throughout. The county boards 
have charge of the assembling of the 
tobacco in., the places selected by the 
district board, and form of arbitration 
for their respective counties; they are 
also delegated with all powers not ex- 
presslx delegated to the district board 
under the constitution and by-laws,

| Speak ing^f burning our bridges be- 
, hind us. what does tha* mean? 

| It means that we growers say to 
Mr. Duke, you have not treated us 
right since you have been setting the 
price for us. We have not received a 
fair living price for our -tobacco, and 
so we have organized, (we the damn 
fool farmers as you call us), have or¬ 
ganized for 15 cent tobacco. You will 
either pay 15 cents fo- good Burley 
tobacco, or get no tobacco. We are 
going to pool this tobacco and in doing 
so pledge it to the White Burley To¬ 
bacco Society to re-handle, re-dry, 
i grade, prize and seil for not less than 
115 cents per pound. The Board of 
Control cannot sell it for less than 15 
i cents per fJound. It matters net 
whether it be sold next year or not- 
It may be stock on hand for five years 
[ or more for it is irrevocably pledged to 
to be sold for fifteen cents or more. 

This will be a fight to the finish. We 
care not how much money Mr. Duke 
may have, or how he spends it. The 
I more he has the better for us, for he 
can then pay us 15 cents cash on deliv¬ 
ery, when if he didn't have so much 
we might have to credit him, and w« 
would rather not do any credit bu.->ir.'\sa 
I at all.

When !t comes to framing laws for 
the proti'dlon of game, the farmer 
should have a voice in the mutter, or 
at least be consulted, for oftentimes 
what is desirable from a sportsman's 
point of view Is directly the contrary 
for the farmer's Interests. Up In New 
Hampshire this has been strikingly 
demonstrated. It appears that the 
dojer in those sections are so numer¬ 
ous and so fearless that they have be¬ 
come a nuisance. The animals Invade 
the farmers’ domain, eat their fill and 
destroy much more than they eat. The 
pampered game Is “finicky" In appe¬ 
tite.. A deer will take a dainty nip out 
of a'head of cabbage, leaving the bulk 
uneaten but valueless for the market. 
Thus' a whole patch may be ruined. 
Other vegetables and grain and fruit J 
are spoiled in the same ruthless man¬ 
ner. or trampled down by the preda¬ 
tor}' beasts, and the total loss from 
this cause is heavy. But the laws are 
stringent, nnd when a farmer shoots 
a deer, or even chases one away with 
a dog, ,.e is punished severely This 
does not appear equitable, and the 
New Hampshire farmer regards .Jifm- 
retf as entitled to relief.

DRIFT ON RAFT AT SEA 
IN PERIL FOR 80 HOORS 


Two Sailors Reach Norfolk, Va.. After 
Terrible Hardships aa Cast¬ 
aways. 


Norfolk. Va.—From Monday morn¬ 
ing at eight o'clock until Thursday 
evening following, as darkness was 
drawing near, thirsting and starving 
but for three small fishes which wrire 
cast up by the sea upon a bit of wreck¬ 
age on which ithev rode and were di¬ 
vided and devoured raw. John Koerber 
and Karsten Berntsen. seamen aboard 
the late thfee masted schooner Nelson 
K. Newbury, of New York. Capt. Ber¬ 
nard. rode on a raft on the sea off this 
const alternating between faint hope 
and deep despair, until the steamer 
Egda came along and saved them. 

The story, which they told simply, 
of their escape from death and the 
drowning of their shipmates, is par¬ 
ticularly pathetic. They said that the 
Newbury sailed from Port Royal. 8. C.. 
Lfor New York, with cargo and. a deck 
f load of lumber; that they were be- 
I calmed outside for eight days, but on 
' last Monday morning when the cook 
said they were off Charleston, a hur¬ 
ricane struck them, which, within 15 
minutes, stripped every sail from the 
vessel. 

Next the deck load ou the lee side 
was washed and blown overboard. 
Then the schooner dipped her stern 
and the cabin deck was washed away. 
Within a few seconds the vessel was 
turned ovet- ami all hands tried to 
climb over the weather side. A big 
sea came then and swept four of the 
six men off the wreck and the sur¬ 
vivors, who never Aaw them again, be¬ 
lieve they were drowned. 

Koerber. who is 27 years of ageT 
and Berntsen. -21 years of age, swam 
for about tjro hours, alternately in the 
water and upon some of the three-inch 
planks of which the deck load was

FARM LABOR 

Immigrants Being Introduced 
Into Many Southern 


Harrodsburg Herald: The introduc¬ 
tion ol white labor into the South is 
going to mean a good deal to the land 
owners. A ship landed more than 1.000 
German immigrants at Charlestown, S. 
C.. last Monday and they are all to find J 
homes in that section of the country. 
A Washington dispatch contains the 
following in regard to the labor situa¬ 
tion: The labor problem has been a 
very serious one for the South, and the 
attention of the people in that section 
has been for some time directed toward 
inducing immegration. Not alone as 
laborers were immigrants wanted, but 
hundreds of thousands of tillable acres 
have been left uncultivated—acres 
where climate and soil combine to make 
it one of the richest agricultural sec¬ 
tions of the world, because of the lack 
of good husbandmen. Aroused to the 
fact that immigrants were wanted to 
make the South what it ought to be, 
organizations were formed for the pur-! 
pose of promoting immigration. At i 
first it was sought to tum southward a i 
•fair percentage of those landing in 
New York, but success in that direction . 
was very limited. Some months ago 
agents were sent into other countries 
to lay before the people the attractions 
of the South. To this work is due the 
recent arrival at Charlestown, and the 
work thus begun is watched here with 
great interest. Commissioner General 
Sargent, who was at Charlestown when 
the ship arrived from Bremen, pro¬ 
nounces its carge of human freight as 
a shipload of the best immigrants that 
has come under his notice since he has 
been in office. They are a thrifty, in¬ 
dustrious, sober and intelligent people, 
seeking homes. Commissioner SargeYit 
says they will soon assimilate Ameri¬ 
canism, and become most excellent cit¬ 
izens. Mercer county faimers see the 
day near at hand when thfey will have 
to rely on white labor.
